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KINGS MAJESTY. 
Moſt gracious Soveraigne : | 


EE your Majeſties moſt dutifull and obedient Subjefs, before we were encouraged by the influence of your _ 
Majeſties prelence, knew not what to doe, being amazed with feares and jealouſies rumored and ſpread abroad ; 
whereby divers of your Majeſties good Subjects were diſtratted ; and the more, becaule we neither knew nor could 
imagine any cauſe or feare of jealouſie : S I R, I cannot more properly compare our caſe then to.a man in perfe&t 
health, yet doth fancie hinielte ſicke of a Conſumption ; who (it his fortune be to light'of a Skiliull and honeſt Phyſitian) is in no 
danger ; bur, itupon an Empricke, 1t 15 like his body ſhall be broughe into that condition, which before he did but fancy bimſelfe 
to bein. 1am doubtfull, if thoſe perſons who have bin the caule of raiſing and fomenting theſe feares and jealouſics might chule 
their owne Phyſitian, and apply their owne medicine, it would hazard the ruine of the Common-wealth, by aboliſhing the anci- 
" ent and fundamental{l Lawes therof. Burt the Subjeds of this Nation{God be thanked )are in a better @ſc : It is not in the power 
of ch3{e evill ſpirits,cither to make choice of a-Phyfitian,or to apply the Medicine ; your ſacred Majeſty being our great Phyſiti- 
| an, and without your Majeſtics conſent and command no medicine can be applied. And to the unſpeakable joy and comfort of all | 
your Majeſtics faithfull Subjeds it is ſufficiently ſignified to the world, by your Maj eſtics moſt Kingly Declarations, expreſling 
your relojution to maintaine and governe by the knowne Lawes of this Realme 3; to detend the true Proteſtaht Religion eſta- 
bliſhced by Law : By which meanes your loyall Subjects ſhall be preſerved and protected from Arbitrary Government. Let the 
moſt evill aftected perſon then deny (if he can) but that wehave from our King what 1s to be wiſhed, and that without asking or 
peritioning for. Thercis onely one Queſtion to be asked, and a ſhort Anſwer thereunto, What 13 now to be done Z To which 
every ingenious foule nuſt acknowledge the want is on our parts ; we owe all we have to be diſpoſed of by your Majeſty for the 
maintenance and preſervation of your juſt rights and prerogative, which cannot be maintained, but thereby the priviledges of 
your Subjects will be likewiſe defended ;. the ſame Law defending both ; and under which Law the people of this Nation have 
bin moſt happily governed under your Majeſty and your moſt noble Progenitours many hundred yeeres. For the continnance of 
. which Goverament, for my owne particalar (proſtrating my ſelfe at your Majeſtics teet) I humbly offer and render unto your 
Majcfty my lelfc, eſtate and fortune. And SIR,]I have warrant ftom the Major of this Citie and the whole body of this Cor- 
poration, to beſeech your Majelty to accept of the like offer from them. So with this ſhort ezaculation I ſhall conclude ; beleech= 
ing God te bleſle and preſerve your ſacred perſon, and this our moſt noble and hopeful Prince Charles, with all your royall iſſue; 
and -hat this Nation and people,and all your Dominions may be governed by your Majeſty and your poſterity to the worlds end. 


Whereas both the Houſe3 of Parliament have Votcd a neceſfity of putting the Kingdome into a poſture of Watre, far 
the ſuppreſſing of any Infurrecion within, or Forces from without ; and have (by their example and acceptance of o- 
thers offers to maintaine Horte and Foot armed for that purpoſe) given us, whole names are here underwritten, occaſion 
{eonfidering the preſent diſtractions amongſt us)to undertake to maintaine and have in readineſſe ſuch number of 
Horle furniſhed fit for warre, as we doe here ſubſcribe to, for the maintenance and defence of his Majeſties juſt Preroga- 
tive, the Proteſtant Religion,as it 1s now eſtabliſhed ; the Lawes of the Realme, the juſt priviledges of Parliament, and 
the publique Pcace,againit all oppoſition whatſoever : And the {aid Horſe co be diſpoſed of within the County for three 
moneths attcy the 20, of. this inſtant Fuly 3 at ſuch time,and in ſuch way as his Majeſty thall by hiszCommillion direc.
